REMARKS 

This application contains new claims 1-109. Claims 1-81 have been canceled 
without prejudice. New claims 82-109 are hereby added. No new matter has been 
introduced. Favorable consideration of the new claims is respectfully requested. 

The new claims added in this amendment all relate to linear displacement 
encoders of the type in which an electrostatic field transmitter and receiver face one 
another across an intervening electrically-active pattern. Independent claim 82 recites 
the configuration in which the transmitter and receiver are on the reading head, while 
the pattern is on the ruler, as shown in Fig. 25. Independent claim 96 recites the 
alternative configuration in which the transmitter and receiver are on the ruler, while 
the pattern is on the reading head, as shown in Figs. 29 and 30. The two alternative 
configurations are useful in different practical applications, but share a common 
inventive principle. 

The language of the new dependent claims is based on the original 
specification and claims. Although some of the elements recited in the new dependent 
claims were described in the application as filed with reference to rotational encoders, 
the specification makes clear that these concepts are also applicable to linear encoders 
(see, for example, paragraph 322 in the published parent application US 
2003/0030570 Al). 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, applicant respectfully submits 
that all of the claims in the present application are in condition for allowance. Prompt 
examination and allowance of the application are respectfully requested.
